THE REMAINS OF GEN. LOGAN IN THE RO- 
2 1. 


Private Services at the Residence— 
Removal of the Body Under Escoft— 
The Rotunda Draped in Mourning—A 
Burial and Monument Site in Lake Park, 
Chicago, Offered—The Obsequies—Sol- 
diers’ Friendship. 


WasHINGTon, D. C., December 30.—A 
sheet of fresh fallen show covered the 
ground this morning, and the skies were 
overcast and somber. At the Logan man- 
sion all preparations for the removal of 
the dead statesman had been perfected 
during thenight. The remains still lay 
in the chamber where the General died, 
but had been placed in the casket, an 
elaborately draped receptacle, whose 
hermetic inner casing of copper was con- 
cealed by its quilted lining of creamy 
satin, and whose plate-glass top, not yet 
in position, was designed to reveal the en- 
tire length of the form within. A square 
plate of silver in the middle of the cover 
bears the inscription: 


UNITED STATES SENATOR, 
Born February 9, 1826, 
Died December 26, 1888. 


Floral pillows with funeral legends, 
crosses and anchors and other appropriate 
emblems were placed near the casket and 


about the room. 
DRAPING THE ROTUNDA. 

At an early hour this morning workmen 
were busil engaged in draping the vast 
rotunda of the Capitol in mourning, and 
in erecting the bier upon which was to 
rest the casket containing the remains of 
the dead Senator. Upon this bier ha ve lain 
in state Presidents in and Garfield, 
Chief Justice Chase — Representative 
Thad. Stevens. The h black drapery 
with which it is coveral, however, has 
been previously used buf on one occasion. 
It was found in one of the Senate crypts, 
with an inscription attached to it statin 
that it had covered bier on whic 
President Lincoln was In state, and it 
was thought ap that it should 
serve the same sad o another dis- 
tinguished son of Tllinoi#. 

THE LAST SAD FAREWELL. 

At Il o’clock the und er and his as- 
sistants withdrew, when the immediate 
family were summon and for a brief 
time were left alone withtheirdead. Then 
the lids were fastened in place, the ample 
folds of a garrison flag were arranged 

in place with 
ribbons of white, while flowers and palm 
branches were placed on itstop. These 
last offices of love and respect were per- 
formed by the loving hands of the only

All being in readiness fer the more for- 
mal but still private leave taking, the 
doors were opened and the widow, sup- 
—— by her son, and followed by the 

aughter and her husband, the grandson 
and other relatives and nearer friends of 
the deceased, to the number of fifteen 
or twenty, entered. Mrs. Logan knelt 
sobbin at the head of the casket, and 
when the others had entered and the door 
had been closed, the voice of the pastor 
was raised in prayer. 

“Our Father, we gather here to take the 
last farewell of the form we love, and ere 
that,form is borne hence from the home 
he loved, we desire to praise Thee for the 
joy, for the peace of this once 

appy home. We praise Thee for 
his undivided and constant love to 
this precious woman, the joy of his youth 
and the pride of his manhood, and we 

raise Thee for that tender and constant 
atherly love for this son in whom he took 
such pride, and for this daughter whom 
he so fondly cherished. We bless Thee, 
therefore, for this sweet home, which 
is more to these dear ones than all public 
applause, than all the eclat of the out- 
side world. And now we have nowhere 
else to go but unto Thee, in this day of 
trouble. Thou art Soverei over all— 
Thou gavest and Thou hast taken 
away, and blessed be Thy holy 
name, We are assured that 
Thou hast taken him to Thyself, and that 
when the years shall have passed away 
there shall be a reunion around the throne 
in heaven. We thank Thee for his glorious 
hope of immortality; we th Thee 
that he received the sacraments of the 
death and the resurrection of Jesus, 
whom he trusted. and we 
praise thee that his last end was Dmg 
and now while we bless thee for all his

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 
WasHIneTon, D. C., December 90.— 
An incorrect paragraph was printed in 
New York yesterday morning, giving an 
interview with an alleged physician, who 
said that undoubtedly Gen. Logan’s death 
was produced by the excessive use of hair 
dye. He said that some parts of the Gen- 
eral’s hair, in its natural state, was as 
white as cotton but that he dyed it every 
night, and, by that means alone, kept it 
black. It is hardly possible to devise any 
more absurd story. This intensely black 
hair is one of the predominant traits of 
the Logans. His ancestors have been 
noted for the intense blackness of their 
hair. His hair had retained its color up 
to within two or three years ago. Gray 
hair soon began to show in a very slight 


degree. These were visible when close to 
him. His mustache was fully one-third 
gray atthe timeof hisdeath. It would 

e interesting to have the physician ex- 
plain how the mass of hair could be dyed 
so that any of the gray hairs could re- 
main untouched. Both of Logan’s chil- 
dren have the same intensely black hair 
and doubtless during the latter part o 
their lives they will also be accused of 
using hair dye. 

THE SOLDIERS’ FRIENDSHIP. 

The — friendship of Gen. Logan’s sol- 
dier friends for him is worthy of note ina 
world of hurry and race for money and 
place. Men who have gone down in the 
valley of death together form closer rela- 
tions than men in the ordinary walks 
of life. The superior quality of the sol- 
dier’s friendship has been shown about 
Gen. Logan’s house since his death. The 
sincere sympathy of thisclass of friends 
was so evident, while that of the political 
friends had a more superficial look. 
The old veterans who stand about with 
tears in their eyes, and who can 
find no words to express their sorrow, 
are much more eloquent than the politio- 
lans who discuss in the same breath, death 
and the succession. One of the most de- 
voted of Gen. Logan’s friends has been 
Gen. Beale. The two most conspicuous of 
the political friends, whose sympathy and 
sorrow are truly sincere, are Senator Cul- 
lom and Congressman Henderson. Gen. 
Sheridan could hardly speak to any of the 
family without tears in his eyes. Gen. 
Beale, Grant’s old and intimate friend, has 
been on guard ever since the night be- 
fore Gen. Logan’s death. His presence 
in the house was in itself a comfort. He 
is so calm and gentile and full of the sym- 

athy which expresses itself in acts rather 
han in words. He is one of the hand- 
somest of the veterans who make their 
home in Washington. Heis nearly as 
* as was Gen. Logan, while his hair 
and mi es mustache are nearly as white 
assnow. The afternoon that Gen. Logan 
died Capt. Duvall of the army paced up 
and down outside Mrs. Logan’s room for 
fifteen hours like a sentry on duty. This 
resolute, polite, rigidly buttoned-up officer 
stood between the family and many impor- 
tunate visitorswho came with messages and 
with condolences, which were too burden- 
some to be borne by the members of the 
family in their grief-stricken state. Capt. 

uv above and Gen. Beale below, 
maintained an order and a discipline 
throughout the house, which showed. 
2 of discipline and Control. Gen, 


Beale was always at the right place and 


at the right time. He said but little, and 
to the casual visitor did not appear to be 
more than just a temporary caller, yet 
through his quietness, patience and 
knowledge, all of the many burdensome 
details that come at such trying times, 
were arranged with such taste that none 
of the annoyances of detail work came to 
members of the family.

DRAPING THE ROTUNDA. 


The Public Chamber of Death in Deep 
Mourning—At the Capital. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcnH. 
WASHINGTGN, D. C., December 30,.—Last 
evening about 6 o’clock a force of eigh- 
teen men begun the draping of the great 
rotunda of the Capitol, preparatory to 
the reception of Gen. Logan’s remains. 
The workmen thisforenoon unrolled great 
bundles of black muslin and cambric to 


be used in draping the hall. Long ladders 
were placed against the walls, leaning 
aboye the large historical paintings 
decorating the rotunda, and the 
heavy black material — in long 
festoons about the olden frames. 
While . of he workmen 
were fixing this dra , two men were 
busy on the ledge of the first cornice, just 
below the base relief frieze of the 
of America. This cornice 
sixty feet above the 
floor of the rotunda and the men 
fastened a wide strip of black muslin to 
the cornice and then ran it around the 
entire rotunda. It took ninety yards of 
the material to stretch around the room. 
After the work was done, the fifty-feet 
high half-columns about the walls of 
the rotunda were hung with black, com- 
letely hiding the white fluted marble. 
The effect of these massive black stripes 
against the white wall was most 
effective, each of the four 
portals forming an entrance to 
the vast rotunda are heavily draped with 
black. The catafalque will erected in 
the morning. It will be placed immedi- 
ately in the center of the rotunda, di- 
rectly under the dome. It is th 
same one that was _ first used at 
the funeral of Abraham Lincoln, and was 
afterwards used at the funerals of Chief 
Justice Chase, Charles Sumuer and Presi- 
dent Garfield. The procession reached the 
Capitol at 1:30 p. m. and the casket was 
placed upon its resting — where it 
will remain until “morrow at 
11 o’clock, —.— it * be Dr = the 
Senate Chamber. ere a photogra- 
pher now taking photographs of the 
casket as it lay in state. 


IN LAKE PARK, 


A Burialand Monument Site Offered by the 
City of Chicago. 

Cu1caGo, December 80.—At a special 

meeting of the City Council last evening 


covered in Flames While All on Board 
Are Sound Asleep—Frantic Efforts to 
Save the Men—A Number Perish in the 
flames and Many Are Drowned. 


MOBILE, Ala., December 30.—News was 
received here late last night of the burn- 
ing of the steamer Bradish Johnson, used 
as a boarding-house at Jackson, on 
the Bigbee River, eleven miles 
above Mobile, on Wednesday nighi. 
There is no telegraph line to that point. 
The Johnson was lying with her nose in 
the bank and a gang-plank out. A.C. 
Jeall, one of the bosses, gave the follow- 
ing description of the fire: ‘‘I had just gone 
to bed, when I heard the cry of fire. 


I fot into my pants, and seized my other 
effects and rushed out into the cabin. 
There had been a party of men eut there 

laying cards and they saw smoke rising. 

hen I came into the cabin the fire 
seemed to be the statem-room, 
aft of the 8 on the 
4 side, and the men who had 

en playing cards, were standing there 
at the door looking in at the fire. They 
seemed likethey were dazed, and did not 
know what to do. They had shouted fire, 
but there they 

STOOD STARING AT IT. 
I hallowed, ‘‘For God's sake, what are 
you standing therg for? Wake the men 
up and let us get out of here.” There 
was an old man, an Alabamian, in the 
next room to mine. 1 don’t 
know his name. He was 
asleep when I went to bed, for I heard him 
snoring. Whether I got him awake or 
not I don’t know. hammered and 
pounded away with all my might. You 
see the smoke was already filling the 
cabin, and the men were running around 
like mad. I hardly knew what happened. 
Iran forward through the cabin, and 
my eyes and mouth got so full of smoke 
that I did not know where 1 was 
going. The negroes were mostly lounging 
on the lower deck: They all came 
running forward about the same time we 
gotup. The vessel burned very fast, and 
was a solid mass of flames in a moment. 
When I reached the bank I turned 
around and saw the pilot house 
and texas fallin with the 
ne s. They fled up the bank in a mob 
and rushed to the woods, where they hud- 
dled like sheep and could not be 1 ete 
tocome down to the boat. They knew 
that some of their number were 
LOST IN THE BURNING BOAT, 

and they were seemingly superstitious 
aboutit. They did not want to go neaf 
the place, 80 the boat be- 
came a mass of flames and burned for 
about half an bour when she sank. 
As soon as I got ashore there was a report 
that there were menin the water. Skiffs 
were manned and sent to their rescue. 
They picked ~ Mr. Daly, one of 
the Carson men, William Neal, an En- 
glishman, in one of the skiffs, had two 
negroes right near him, but they sank out 
of sight. illiam Dowling, the cook, who 
received slight burns on the face and 
hands, found a white man 
in a stateroom dgor. 
Hillhouse came. up 
dragged the man supposed be McElroy 
out on the boiler-deck. The man was un- 
conscious from the effects of smoke, Just 


then the flames burst out in the side and 


Dowling jum over the railing 
to save is life. Hillhouse, 
however, said he heard a man 14 
just inside the cabin, and be went back to 
rescue this man. He never came out 
again, and he was not seen alive after 
that and it is believed he was sacrificed in 
the noble attempt to save another’s life. 
MANY LIVES LOST. 

There is no telling just how many lost 
their lives in the fire. Some say that ten 
others are missing, but all that I know 
are the two negroes, Lewis Adams 
and Benjamin Bush, who were 
drowned and two whites missing. I think 
two other white men were burned with 
the boat and there must have been 
others, for I don’t think they 
had a chance to be awaken- 
ed and then escape, for it was all I could 
do with the smartest kind of running to 
get out alive. Had the fire broken out 
one hour later, when all the men 
would have been in bed, 
none of us would have escaped. 
As to the origin of the fire. I know noth- 
ing. The cook says the boys told him be- 
fore he went to sleep that the fire in the 
galley were all out and everythingsafe.’’

CRUSHED UNDER THE WHEELS, 
4 Young Italian Girl Killed by an Elevated

New Yorke, December %,.—A young 
Italian girl was killed to-day by falling in 
front of a Third avenue elevated train.

The 
poor girl struggled pitifully on the ice- 
covered boa making a desperate at- 
tempt to arise. She raised her hands be- 
seechingly towards the, horror-stricken 
spectators. The hands were the next mo- 
ment beaten down by the locomotive, and 
her groans were faintly heard as the 
iron wheels mercilessly crushed out 
her life. The engine stopped when 
the front wheels and the forward driv- 
ing wheels had passed clear over her 
body. The girl’s head was almost crushed 
toa jelly, protruded on one side, and a 
artof her dress on the other side of the 
rack. Wedged in between the driving- 
wheels the body could not be recovered 
without raising the engine. A telegram 
was sent to the repair yards and a wreck- 
ing train was sent down with jack-screws.

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THE CABINET CRISIS. 


LORD HARTINGTON DECLINES TO BECOME 
A MEMBER OF THE CABINET. 


Probability that Churchill Will Return to His 
Position — Chamberlain’s Attitude — Re- 
ported Alliance Between Russia and 
Germany—The Elections in Canada—For- 
eign News. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 80.—It appears cer- 
tain that Salisbury will remain Prime 
Minister. Taking all circumstances into 
account the most probable outcome will 
be Churchill’s return to the Ministry on 
some basis of action, which will practi- 
cally be a triumph for himself. Chamber- 
lain’s attitude is entirely uncertain, many 
conflicting rumors being in circulation. 
Iam able to add a few particulars. The 
budget upon which Randolph resigned 
was bold and comprehensive. Churchill 
worked at it with greater energy than any 
chancellor since Gladstone. He has made 
the lives of the Treasury officials a burden 
for some time past. The central feat- 
ure of the proposed budget was 
his flat refusal to stop an anticipated 
deficit of three million pounds by the old 
expedient of adding two pence to the in- 
come tax. The revenue returns show 
that, although there are signs of return- 
ing prosperity, the exchequer receipts 
will show 

A DEFICIT OF AT LEAST £2,000,000. 
Churchill first determined that he would 
cut down the two great spending depart- 
ments. Owing to the increase of ship- 
building forthe navy, and because the 
War Department had been drained of 
guns and ammunition, a large supple- 
mentary vote would be necessary to refill 
the magazines. This vote Churchill pro- 
posed to reduceſby £750,000 by stopping the 
defense ports and coaling stations. 
He proposed save £400,000 altogether 
in the dock and navy estimates, and pro- 
posed to furthef reduce the duties on tea 
and tobacco, aid reduce the income tax 
by a penny, d levy a considerable 
number of new es, the details of which 
are a profound fecret. Salisbury opposed 
this budget frém the first. Churchill 
saw his posion hopeless and re- 
signed. I may add that he 
sald privately t a friend that he would 
have resigned in any case, finding himself 
so much at loggerheads with old Toryism, 
taking an oceasion for resignation from a 
department with which he happened to be 
connected. The Tory.rank and file are 
gradually rallying round Churchill. 
Should anybody but Salisbury be pro- 
posed for Prime Minister Churchill would 
find himself at the head of the majority of 
the Conservative party.

said that he had made boring for rock when 
locating the new Water - works and thought the 
depth at which rock could be found 
would vary from 80 to 120 teet. In 
228 of the cost he said that 
the difference in cost in piers for the high and 
low bridge would be vere little, as even in 
bullamg a low bridge it was in his opinion 
advisabie to have long spans and few pliers 
rather than short spans and many plers. This 
would require the piers to have rock founda- 
tion any way. The difference in cost would, 
therefore, be in the height of the masonry above 
the water and the expense of aprproach to 
overcome the grade. The difference in the 
cost of the approach would be about $150,000 
for each side. The hfgh bridge on the other 
hand would save the cost of the w. In 
short the expense of the high bridge would 
exceed the costof the low one about 10 
cent. From hia investigation he decidedly 
thought that a high bridge was the preferable, 
even from the atangpotnt of the interest of 
the projectors. Inthe rough estimate made 
by him for the cost of hich bridge, with three 
500-foot spans, he placed it at about $1,270,000, 
and it wens go to one million and a halt. 

In another estimate intended to cover the 
cost ayn he had placed the cost of the high 
bridge at $2,000,000 and the low one at 51, 800,000. 
This amount he felt could be reduced perhaps 
one-third. The bridge figured upon 
was to have a doubie track. An estimate 
for a two-span bridge ot 762 foot spans had 
been placed at $2,200,000. These estimates 
were rough. He had submitted his estimates 
to two competent engineers; one had thought 
the coat was covered, the other believed it 
would exceed the figures 20 per cent. 

In answer to questions hy Cops, Ruffner of 
the board, Col, Flad said that éngineering 
had progressed since the present bridge was 
ese and bridge building was considerably 
cheaper, 

In the matter of connecting Mill Creek 
Valley with the bridge Col. Flad said the dif- 
ference in cost between the two bridges 
would be very light. The high bridge would 
come out about on the level of the Wabash 
tracks on this side. 

Col. Fladd was questioned by Mayor Francis 
and said that he thought the comniercial in- 
terests of St. Louis needed another bridge. 
He thought the differencein the height of the 
two bridges proposed would be forty feet. 

Quite an interesting bit of cross-examination 
occurred between the Mayor as 
interrogator and Col. Fladd as wit- 
ness; the Mayor endeavoring to 
show that the cost of transportation was 
much greater, because of the grade to be 
overcome in reaching the high bridge, and

Henry Marshall, the Colored Coachman, Ar- 
rested on a Serious Charge, Which May 
Be Changed te Murder Before Night— 
Lena Stumpf Says Marshall Is to Blame 
for the Child’s Injuries—A Terrible Tale. 


Little *‘Sis” Varley, the girl who was 60 
badly burned Tuesday evening at Robert

the girl’s clothing caught fire, and says he 
never had cone f mproper relations with 
her. He admits having been intimate 
with the Stumpf girl for a long time, and 
says they had gone down stairs just be- 
fore. e has a bad record. and about 
four years ago Detective Frese sent him to 
the penitentiary for two years for stealing 
from the Simmons Hardware Company, 
where he was employed as a porter. 

The officers say that while the girls were 
being taken tothe station they told dif- 
ferent stories of the affair, each claiming 
that the other was with the negro at the 
time of the accident. They kept calling 
each other liars, and furnished quite a 
scene.

Conference of Bosses and Journeymen To- 
Day. 

Acting on aninvitation from the jour- 
neyman carpenters the master build- 
ers met them in conference to- 
day at Central Turner Hall.

TENNYSON AND GLADSTONE. 


Mr. GLADSTONE contributes an article to 
the Nineteenth Century, in which he com- 
bats the material statements of TEeNny- 
80N’S latest addition to Locksley Hall,“ 
besides protesting against the pessimistic 
tone of the Laureate’s production. The 
article presents a succinct review of the 
progress and’ achievements of England 
during the last fifty years, and even the 
statistical showing is a powerful rejoinder 
to the cry of despair lately voiced in sor- 
rowful verse. 

It is interesting to studiously compare 
the lives and work of these two great 
Englishmen. Itistrue that the mature 
life of one has been largely spent in the 
arena of political strife, and the life ofthe 
other chiefly in studious seclusion; but 
each has been a thorough philosophical 
student; each has pursued the study of 
man into metaphysical and spiritual re- 
gions, and to the mind of each life 
and destiny are themes of the pro- 
foundest interest. They have both 
achieved the highest success, each 
in his own field of endeavor; 
both have enjoyed sufficient worldly pos- 
sessions and the fullest measure of domes- 
tic happiness, Two lives, with so many 
points of similitude, ought to lead alike to 
a serene, cheerful and hopeful old age. 
Then, why is it that we find in one the 
genial sage of hopeful utterance, and in 
the other the tottering evangel of despair? 
Perhaps no man can answer, but it may 
be well to note a glaring variance in the 
lives of these illustrious men. 

The muse of TENNYSON in his vigorous 
years was the eloquent voice of restless 
doubt and spiritual inquiry that found 
its best and noblest expression in In 
Memoriam.’’ But while he groped in the 
mist of doubt and uncertainty, his buoy- 
ant manhood and poetic enthusiasm gave 
the coloring of hope to his songs 
of spiritual questioning and ied him 
to socept on trust what could not 
be understood, and to draw a 
sufficient hope from the unseen and un- 
comprehended. But such a conclusion, 
drawn from the lastanalysis of things, ap- 
pears to be insufficient amidst the lessened 
enjoyments and thickening perplexities 
of extreme old age. The oid songs are 
resung with gloom and despondency, 
while the doubting hope of manhood has 
become the doubting despair of age. 

Mr. GLaDsTone has cherished through 
life a distinct, formulated and buoyant 
faith, to which the gathering years have 
given naught but strength and confirma- 
tion, The convictions of his youthful

The preventive effect of punishment in 
theecase of such large robberies is lost upon 
most of the criminal classes, because the 
opportunities for committing them are too 
rare to keep criminal minds impressed

A 8t. Louis Contribution to the Smithsonian 
Institate. 


It has remained for a prominent Olive street 
undertaker to furnish the only scientific rep- 
resentative of which St. Louis can boast to the 
National Museum, Smithsonian Institute, at 
the Nation’s Capital. 

It ls that of the body of a female embalmed 
by him three years ago and which has 
become mummified by an orig · 
inal and simple embalming material. 
The Smithsonian authorities say that while 
they have a large number of mummies from 
Peru, Alaska and the Oriental countries, they 
acknowledge it the only known American 
mummy in the world, and arrangements are 
made to take it to Washington next week. 

Preceding would-be embalmers have fol- 
lowed the books, as did also this gentleman 
for several years, when finally he 
determined to throw the books with 
all their physic and theories aside, 
and entered the field of experiment for revo- 
lution or nothing; at the same time discarding 
the use of arsenic, creosote, chloral and such 
poisons which are alike dangerous, objection- 
able and expensive; and though yet a young 
man has carved a niche well up in scientific 
achievement by the use of common materials 
that are listed and handled by the barrel and 
pound instead of by the drachm and ounce. 

With fifteen minutes time, at less than one 
dollar of cost and no mutilation, the human 
body is now preserved as never before and 
also every contagious disease germ destroyed.
